CID-FILLED bulbs 
thrown in 
faces or women 

shoved into burning houses 
are no newer in India than 
the monsoon. : 

Trams overturned and enamel 
factories fired are detalles which 
only emphasise the dusty rag- 
ridden cameness .of the riots. 

Even n crack in the dome of 
the Taj Mahal, Indlo’s architec- 
tural pearl, or the sight of 
businessmen having ‘their 
shadows measured by  half- 
naked fortune tellers, secm: to 
confirm no real’ change on the 
broad, noisy bosom of Mother 
Indla, : 

But when old shoes are hung 
round Nehru’s portrait in. the 
street, and he sces fit to elve 
half a dozen pep specches in 24 
hours, a crack bigger than the 
Taj’s becomes visible in the 
edifices of {ts modern state. 

The trouble gots back to 1953, 
to South India ond Nehru’s 
promise to create a onc-language 
stute after the movement's 
Icader had starved to death. 
Andhra was the first lingual 
province and set a precedent: for 
a new form of miniature natjon- 
ulism based on race and tonguc. 


BOMBAY RIOTS 


‘,¢ NDHRA was also the strongest 

centre of the Indian Com- 
munist Party, then an offspring 
of the Kremlin. It was only a 
matter of time before other 
Indian peoplvs sUrred io sub- 
nationalism. And for the Com- 
munists to fan the flames— 
despite being jettisoned by 
wooing 
of Delhi, 

So carly this year Bombay 
Liew up In the worst riots ever 
seen there, Both the Mahrattas 
und Gujeratls wanted Bombay 
os the capital of their own 
lingual states. They were crush- 
ed by tUght rings of police ring 
tear-gas and bullets, 

The quarrel was officially 
closed when Nehru announced 
thot neither Mahrattas nor 
Sikhs could have Bombay— 
Delhi would rule it instead. 

To round off the jron-fisted 
ceeision, Delhi moved to Bom- 
boy secret police chicf Gopi 
Hund29. His orders: winkle out 
the Communist lice who fixed 
the riots, To ald him was Bom-~- 
bus’s bors, S. K. Patil who once 
ron Andhra's Congress Party 
machine and beat the Com- 
munisty In the last-vital  clec- 
tion, He claims optimistically 
that this “Is a time for a show- 
down with the Communists.” 

But no one believes that is 
the end vf the affalr. The one-, 
language issue has only begun 
to explede. Two great peoples— 
the Mahrattas and the Sikhs— 
still ferment and thirst for their 
own state. 


HARD TO RESIST — 


ROBLEM before Delhi—to re- 

sist sub-nationalism will play 

into Communist hands; to let It 

louse will splinter the precarious 

unlty of India, held together by 

the HMnehpin of Delhi and aging 
Nehru. 

Sub-nalionalism weuld also 
harm other peoples’, and their 
interests and probably — start 
more of those terrible refugee 
treks familar in India's carly 
history. ‘ 

But the pressure is hard to 
resist. For the Mahrsttas and 
Sikhs are two of India’s most 
vigorous races, ahd both form 
large, virlle contingents In 
India’s armed forces. : 

And, ‘40 Nehru, sub-natlon- 
alism’s greatest threat must be 
to his brain-child of Indlan 
socialism and the brave new 
werld to be built from five year 
plans, the second of which. has 
just been launched. Above all, 
these plans depend on national 
unity and a sense of building 
‘cconomle progress among the 
peasants. Racllism may well 
bring such dreams to a grind- 
ing halt. ite 

But the darkest cloud of all 
over the grent continent {s-the 
fate of Nehru himself. In: his 
hands have been gathered. all 
the important reins of power, 
ahd observers say Ire ts aging 
fast, If he goes soon, the fitod- 
gates of hate will open. 


GRAVE PROBLEM

HENRY THE SEC 
WINS FIGHT FO 
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PART FOUR OF DON IDDON’ 


HEN Henry Ford 
tho First was 
becoming an old, 
tired man, losing 

money by the millions and 
being outmagoeuvred _ by 
General Motors, Harry Ben- 
nett was at the peak of his 
power. : 

He had five homes — a ranch 
house and island estate on the 
Detroit River, a “cottage” on 
Loke Sinclafre, on Oriental 
mansion on Grosse Tle, and 
cabins on another island ‘in 
Michigan's Huron River. 

His Influence over Ford: was 
complete. Bennett's office, 
which Ford frequently used, In 
the company’s administration 
bullding in Dearborn, had a 
6ft.-square control board with 
signal lights, switch keys, and 
buttons and radlo-telephones. - 


IHROUGH this board he ,con- 

trolled the Ford spectal 

police and received messages 
and sent out Instructions. , 

Ford used to keep $4,000,000 
“petty cash” in an office safe. 

Bennett expected to get the 
$4,000,000 when Henry f died, 
but he never did — Henry I. 
saw to that. 

At the peak of his power 
Bennett received $75,000 a year 
salary, and was a director. 
His homes were worth well 
over $1,000,000, He placed his 
own key men in the factories 
and built up his information 
network. 

He woe 23 tough as a bull 
even in his fiftics, During the 
1932 hunger march his neck 
was broken and he was knocked 
unconscious. One of the men 
Killed In the riot fell on top of 
Bennett and perhaps saved him 
from death. 

Bennett was not’ only In 
charge of the plant, police, he 
also protected Edsel’y children 
from kidnapping on Henry 
Ford's instructions.

Later he, was to contradict 
himself and say: “I'm 
Ford’s personal. man.”

Hensy IL, who was in the 
class. of 1840, at Yale, didn't 
graduate and obelonged’to a 
number of secret socictics and 
clubs, including the famaqus, 
“Book and Snake.”

The young Ford, foday head 
ef the vast firm which his

He hod a brief year with the 
company after leaving Yale and 
joined the Navy in 1941, whero 
he would have stayed until the 
end of the war but for the 


executives Bennett was almost 
jn full power. When Henry IT 
re-entered the,empire | it ap- 
peared to be crumbling. The 
elder Ford had lost his grip.

Bold Play

_ FEW weeks ago this 


column presented some 
examples of the “unusual” no- 
trump overeal. Such a bid fs 


usunly made at the level of 
two, especially when it ds clear 
from ‘the carller bidding that no- 
trump cannot possibly be an 
attractive contract, 


For’ example, suppose that an 
opponent opens the -bidding 
with one spade and that his 
partner rolses to two spades. 
This is passed around ‘¢o your 
partner, who thereupon bids 
two no-trump. It js very un- 
Iileely that your partner really 
wants to play this hand at no- 
trump sinoe he merely passed 
over fhe opening bid of one 
spade.
